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Remarks 

The application was reviewed In light of the Official Action mailed May 5, 2004. 
By the foregoing amendments, claims 1-17 have been amended, and claim 18 has been 
newly added. Claims 1-18 are pending in the application. No new matter is believed to 
be Introduced by the amendments. Supports for the amendments can be found 
throughout the specification, claims, and drawings of the original application. 

The Examiner has objected to the abstract and specification because of certain 
informalities. Such informalities are corrected by the foregoing amendments. 

The Examiner has rejected the claims of the application under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph, as being generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with 
the current U.S. practice with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Claims 1-17 and the 
specification have been reviewed, and such informalities are corrected by the foregoing 
amendments. Applicant believes that the claims are now in the form satisfying the re- 
quirements under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-12, 14, 16-17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as be- 
ing anticipated by Gabaietal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,160,986). The Examiner has further 
rejected claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gabaietal. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,160,986) in view of Shackelford (U.S. Patent No. 6,227,931). The Exam- 
iner has further rejected claim 15 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gabaietal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,160,986). 

Claims 1-17 have been amended by the foregoing amendments to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the Invention. Accordingly, recon- 
sideration of the above identified rejection is respectfully requested. 
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As amended independent claims 1 and 10 specifically recite, claims 1-10 of the 
invention each require among other limitations: (a) that the learner aid device of the 
computer interactive learning system include an interactive toy connected to the learner 
aid device via a cable; (b) that the character information is registered in association 
with the interactive toy; and, (c) that the learner aid device is operated to perform a 
prescribed action in the toy corresponding to the determined response of the learner. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Gabaietal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,160,986) fails 
to disclose or teach each and every element or limitation of claims 1-10 as amended. 
In particular. Applicant respectfully submits that, for example, the above-identified limi- 
tations (a) - (c) of claims 1-10 are not disclosed or taught by Gabaietal. 

As amended independent claim 11 specifically recites, claims 11-17 of the inven- 
tion each require among other limitations: (1) that the learner aid device includes a dis- 
play unit for displaying learning information; (2) that the distribution unit Is coupled to 
the display unit; (3) that the distribution unit has a hub function and a switching func- 
tion; and, (4) an interactive toy is coupled to the distribution unit. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Gabaietal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,160,986) fails 
to disclose or teach each and every element or limitation of claims 11-17 as amended. 
In particular. Applicant respectfully submits that, for example, the above-identified limi- 
tations (1) - (4) of claims 11-17 are not disclosed or taught by Gabaietal. 

Newly added claim 18 is dependent from claim 11. Thus, claim 18 is also pat- 
entable over Gabaietal. 

In conclusion, neither Gabaietal. nor Shackelford (U.S. Patent No. 6,227,931), 
alone and In combination there-with, discloses or teaches each and every limitation of 
claims 1-18 of the invention. 
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Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the claims currently pend- 
ing in the application (i.e., claims 1-18) are now in condition for allowance. Reconsid- 
eration and early notice to that effect is earnestly requested.
